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PREFACE 


The  Medieval  Latin  Word-List  from  British  and  Irish  Sources  edited  by 
the  Rev.  Professor  J.  H.  Baxter  and  Mr.  Charles  Johnson  under  the 
direction  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  British  Academy  was  published 
in  1934,  and  reissued  five  times  (last  in  1962).  Its  declared  object  was  to 
stimulate  interest  in  the  project  of  a  dictionary  of  Medieval  Latin  and 
to  attract  volunteers  for  the  collection  of  new  material.  The  committee, 
which  in  1931  united  two  committees  appointed  in  1924,  the  one  to 
collect  material  for  an  international  dictionarj'-  of  Medieval  Latin  up  to 
the  eleventh  century,  the  other  to  do  the  same  for  a  dictionary  of  later 
Latin  used  in  the  British  Isles,  envisaged  a  full-scale  dictionary,  national 
or  international  and  covering  the  whole  period  to  1500,  as  its  ultimate 
^al.  Its  genesis  and  early  historj'  and  the  relation  of  its  work  to  the  more 
comprehensive  scheme  sponsored  by  tbe  International  Union  of  Aca¬ 
demies  are  summarized  in  the  Preface  to  tbe  1934  pubEcation. 

Since  then,  in  spite  of  setbacks  due  to  the  war  and  its  aftermath,  con¬ 
siderable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  preparation  of  an  international 
Novum  Glossarium  Mediae  Latinitatis  under  the  direction  of  the  Union. 
With  the  financial  support  of  UNESCO  a  preliminary  fascicule  covering 
the  letter  L  was  published  in  1957  and  has  since  been  followed  by  a  series 
of  fascicules  for  M,  under  the  editorship  of  Professor  Franz  Blatt  and 
including  material  supplied  by  the  British  committee.  The  Glossarium^ 
however,  deals  only  with  the  period  from  a.d.  800  to  1200.  There  is  at 
present  no  project  for  an  international  dictionary  to  cover  the  far  more 
extensive  sources  available  for  later  centuries.  \Vork  is  accordingly  pro¬ 
ceeding  in  a  number  of  countries  on  a  series  of  separate  dictionaries  on  a 
national  or  regional  basis  with  a  wider  chronological  scope ;  and  material 
is  continuing  to  be  collected  for  a  dictionary  of  this  sort  to  deal  with  the 
British  Isles. 

As  a  further  step  tow'ards  such  a  dictionary,  the  present  Revised  Word- 
List  has  been  prepared  with  the  same  primary  purpose  as  its  predecessor 
and  on  the  same  general  plan.  The  later  (post-Conquest)  material,  con¬ 
siderably  enlarged  in  scope  and  quantity  since  1934,  has  been  revised 
and  edited  by  Mr.  R.  E.  Latham,  with  valuable  assistance,  until  his 
death  in  1961,  from  Mr.  Charles  Johnson,  who  edited  this  material  in 
the  original  Word-List.  No  systematic  re\ision  has  been  made  for  the 
pre-Conquest  period,  but  additional  material  has  been  supplied  by 
Professor  Baxter,  who  had  editorial  responsibility  for  it  in  the  earlier 
volume.  Mr.  Latham,  who  has  been  responsible  for  riie  arrangement  of 
the  entries  and  has  written  the  Introduction,  has  seen  the  whole  work 
through  the  press. 
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The  new  book>  like  its  predecessor,  has  been  made  possible  by  the  con¬ 
tinued  support  of  the  British  Academy  and  the  hospitality  of  ie  Public 
Record  Office,  which  inter  alia  has  provided  house-room  for  the  slips. 
It  is  also  no  less  indebted  to  the  often  arduous  labours  of  volunteer 
readers,  who  have  contributed  slips  from  a  wide  range  of  sources  hitherto 
untapped.  It  would  be  impracticable  to  mention  all  these  contributors 
by  name  and  invidious  to  single  out  a  few.  An  exception  must,  however, 
be  made  of  the  late  Mr.  B.  W.  Swithinbank,  whose  contributions,  extend¬ 
ing  over  some  thirty  years,  far  outnumber  those  of  any  other  contributor. 
There  is  still  much  work  of  this  nature  to  be  done,  and  helpers  are 
welcome.  Those  who  are  interested  should  see  thei?z/i«  for  their  guidance 
printed  below  (pp.  xii-xiv).  For  illustrative  samples  of  the  sort  of  slips 
required  and  an  indication  of  the  use  it  is  hoped  to  make  of  them, 
they  may  consult  an  article  by  Mr.  Latham  in  Arckhum  Latinitatis  Medii 
Aevi  {Bulletin  Du  Cange\  xxvii  (1957),  pp.  189-229. 

Finally,  acknowledgement  must  be  made  of  the  Committee’s  indebted¬ 
ness  to  its  former  members  and  the  former  members  of  its  associated 
national  committees  who  have  not  lived  to  see  the  completion  of  this 
stage  in  their  labours;  but  above  all  to  Mr.  Charles  Johnson,  to  whose 
sustained  and  practical  enthusiasm,  as  a  principal  initiator  and  guide, 
as  contributor,  propagandist,  editor,  and,  for  many  years,  secretary  of  the 
Committee,  the  project  mainly  owes  ite  continued  vitality  and  hope  of 
realization.

INTRODUCTION 


The  Revised  Word-List  includes  in  principle  all  words  collected  to  date 
from  British  and  Irish  sources,  in  so  far  as  they  are  non-Classical  either  in 
form  or  in  meaning.  The  interpretation  of  the  term  ‘non-CIassical’  has  been 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  effitor.  The  diligence  of  readers  has  now  pro¬ 
vided  nearly  half  a  million  slips,  drawn  from  about  a  thousand  sources.  The 
abundance  of  fresh  material  ^  not  only  supplied  a  great  many  new  words, 
forms,  and  meanings^  and  extended  the  range  of  most  of  those  already 
recorded,  but  has  also  shed  much  new  light  on  material  included  in  the 
former  edition  and  made  possible  a  more  synoptic  view  of  the  whole  field. 
The  opportunity  has  accordingly  been  taken  to  effect  a  comprehensive 
revision,  involving  some  rearrangement  of  the  entries  on  a  somewhat 
different  principle,  less  rigidly  alphabetic  and  with  mere  regard  to  etymo¬ 
logy.  More  space  has  been  allotted  to  official  titles  and  institutions  of 
historic  interest  (see  clericus,  custos,  curia,  &c.)  and  to  the  classification 
of  natural  products  and  artefacts  (piscis,  pirum,  panis,  pannus, 
pons,  &c.).  A  few  proper  names  have  been  admitted,  including  national 
appellatives  (AngUgena,  Dacus,  &c.);  but  material  has  not  been  collected 
for  a  thorough  treatment  of  these.  A  selection  of  words  from  vocabularies 
(indicated  by  a  double  dagger  J)  is  now  included,  in  so  far  as  these  are  not 
merely  obvious  perversions  of  Classical  words. 

The  process  of  excerpting  texts  has  now  reached  a  point  at  which  the 
more  accessible  printed  sources  have  been  fairly  well  covered,  though 
there  are  probably  few  that  would  not  yield  fresh  material  if  re-read  in  the 
light  of  fuller  knowledge  of  the  requirements.  Nevertheless,  the  collection 
s^  falls  short  of  providing  the  raw  material  for  a  lexicon  as  authoritative 
or  definitive  as  any  standard  dictionary  of  a  Classical  or  modern  language, 
even  if  it  were  more  intensively  scrutinized  than  it  has  been  possible  to 
do  in  preparing  this  edition.  As  the  reasons  for  this  deficiency  may  not  be 
fully  appreciated  by  all  users  of  this  Word-List,  a  brief  explanation  may 
be  helpful. 

The  body  of  writings  to  which  th^  volume  is  intended  to  serve  as  a 
euide  is  at  once  immenselv  greater  in  bulk  than  the  whole  extant  corpus  of 
Classical  Latin  and  incomparably  less  investigated  and  digested.  WHbile  the 
basic  vocabulary  throughout  remained  that  of  Classical  or  Biblical  Latin 
and  the  same  rules  of  accidence  and  even  of  syntax  were  obser\'ed  in 

*  A  rough  estimate,  based  on  sample  pages,  suggests  that  the  first  edition  of  the  Word- 
List  dealt  with  about  20,000  words,  of  which  some  8,000  were  recorded  once  only,  besides 
about  3,000  word-groups  or  phrases  (homo  ad  arma,  per  fiircam  et  flagellom,  &c.). 
For  die  Jievised  Word-List  the  corresponding  figures  are  approximately  40,000, 13,000  and 
7,000.  The  above  figures  take  no  account  of  variant  spellings,  gender-forms,  &c.,  or  of  the 
'various  meanings  assigned  to  particular  words. 
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principle,  if  not  always  in  practice,  the  Latin  language  in  the  British  Isles, 
as  elsewhere  in  Western  Europe,  continued  for  over  a  thousand  years  to 
enrich  its  means  of  expression  in  order  to  meet  the  varying  needs  of  an 
ever-changing  society.  During  the  Saxon  period,  apart  from  a  certain  taste 
for  Hellenisms,  British  writers  of  Latin  departed  relatively  little  from  their 
Classical  or  Patristic  models.  They  seldom,  if  ever,  latinized  vernacular 
words — a  practice  already  common  on  the  Continent,  where  the  distinc¬ 
tion  between  Latin  and  vernacular  was  blurred  by  the  prevalence  of 
Romance  dialects.  After  the  Conquest,  however,  when  Latin  ousted  Anglo- 
Saxon  for  both  literar}'  and  official  purposes,  a  distinctive  Anglo-Latin 
was  quick  to  appear.  Already  in  the  Conqueror’s  charters  and  in  Domesday 
Book  we  find  numerous  words  derived  not  only  from  Romance  and  Con¬ 
tinental  Germanic  but  direct  from  English  (Hda,  soca,  thaaus,  &c.). 
The  Latin  versions  of  x^gIo-Sa.xon  laws  (c  1115)  teem  with  words  of 
English  origin,  some  of  which  became  well  established  while  others  are  not 
known  to  have  been  used  again.  Later  these  drafts  on  the  vernacular  were 
extended  to  Welsh  (amobragium,  gogeretta,  havotria,  ringildus) 
and  to  Irish  and  Scottish  Gaelic  (betagius,  kemus,  cateranus,  marta). 
From  the  twelfth  to  the  fifteenffi  centur}%  while  scholars  wrote  for  an 
international  public  in  a  Latin  that  scarcely  betrays  their  British  back¬ 
ground  and  diplomats  corresponded  in  a  language  almost  equally 
international,  though  admitting  many  words  of  Romance  origin,  the 
practitioners  of  the  common  law  developed  a  host  of  vccabula  artis  that  can 
have  meant  nothing  to  a  Continental  lawyer,  and  the  clerks  who  drew  up 
manorial  accounts  and  court  rolls  did  not  scruple  to  latinize  terms  employed 
by  local  peasants,  fishermen,  and  craftsmen  that  were  quite  possibly  un¬ 
intelligible  in  the  next  parish.  In  the  late  fifteenth  centuiy  British  scholars 
and  diplomats,  following  the  fashion  started  in  Italy,  began  to  remodel 
their  Latin  on  the  humanistic  pattern,  stiffening  their  sjmtax  and  dras¬ 
tically  pruning  their  vocabulary  (though  at  the  same  time  resuscitating 
such  archaisms  as  cala,  fala,  falarica,  numella).  Less  learned  scribes 
had  already  decided  that,  if  you  did  not  know  or  could  not  decline  the 
word  sinapi,  it  was  even  easier  to  write  pro  gryndynge  de  le  ttmtarde  than 
pro  moUtura  mustardi.  It  was  not  long  before  they  abandoned  all  pretence 
of  writing  the  common  language  of  Christendom,  though  some  of  them 
struggled  bravely  on  into  the  seventeenth  century  and  even  tried  to  cope 
with  the  new  demands  of  the  humanists.  The  common  lawyers,  apart  from 
a  brief  interlude  during  the  Commonwealth  (1651-60),  stuck  to  their 
fnardram,  burglaria,  and  felo  de*  se*  down  to  the  year  1733;  entries  in 
the  Receipt  Books  of  the  Exchequer  continued  to  be  made  in  Latin  till 
1834;  and  the  ancient  universities  have  not  yet  hauled  down  the  last  flag.* 

Lexicographically  this  immense  and  varied  terrain  is  almost  uncharted. 
The  first  task  is  to  delimit  it.  In  dealing  with  British  and  Irish  sources  the

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initial  date  presente  no  problem,  since  those  that  might  be  ruled  out  as  pre- 
Medieval  are  negligible.  If  examples  of  Classical  Latin  usage  are  excluded, 
the  terminus  ad  quern  practically  fixes  itself  with  the  advent  of  humanism. 
\\Tiile  originality  of  language  as  well  as  of  thought  is  still  to  be  found  in  a 
few  latinists  of  the  seventeenth  century  such  as  Bacon  and  Newton,  and  some 
novelties  continue  to  appear  in  Inland  administrative  records  of  this  period, 
the  development  of  Latin  as  in  some  sense  a  living  language  ^i^tually  ends  in 
this  country  in  the  sixteenth  century.  This  exclusion  of  Classical  or  would- 
be  Classical  forms,  however  regrettable  from  the  standpoint  of  linguistic 
history,  is  inevitable  in  a  preliminary  survey.  To  interpret  it  too  literally, 
however,  w'ould  be  to  omit  some  very  rare  Classical  words  and  usages 
whose  general  adoption  or  sporadic  appearance  in  Medieval  writings  may 
be  a  fact  of  historic  interest  and  w'hich,  to  judge  by  the  number  of  slips 
for  them  submitted  by  readers,  are  generally  regarded  by  potential  users 
of  the  Word-List  as  candidates  for  inclusion.  In  any  event,  at  least  in 
tracing  the  growth  of  specialized  meanings,  the  boundary  of  Classical  Latin 
ran  never  be  sharply  drawn. 

If  it  is  hard  to  decide  how'  much  of  Medieval  Latin  is  really  Medieval, 
it  is  no  less  hard  to  decide  how  much  is  Latin.  The  principle  laid  down  in 
the  Committee’s  Rules  for  the  Gttidance  of  Readers  (see  below,  p.  xui)  of 
admitting  only  words  ‘with  Latin  inflexions  or  with  marks  of  suspension 
suggesting  inflexion’  has  dictated  the  omission  of  many  words  included 
by  Du  Cange  and  even  of  a  few  that  crept  into  the  first  edition  of  this 
Word-List.  But  this  too  is  an  elastic  principle,  leaving  a  wide  discretion  to 
readers  and  editor.  Even  the  expression  ‘British  and  Irish’  sources  is  not 
wholly  rigid,  and  it  has  here  been  extended  to  include  the  works  of  such 
immigrants  as  Anselm  and  Titus  Livius,  letters  from  foreign  correspon¬ 
dents  printed  in  Rymer’s  Foedera,  &c.,  and  records  of  English  administra¬ 
tion  on  the  Continent,  such  as  the  Gascon  Roils,  besides  some  w^orks  of 
doubtful  provenance. 

But  this  is  only  the  beginning  of  the  problem.  A  high  proportion  of 
Medieval  Latin  literature,  and  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the  documentary 
material  in  which  Britain  is  so  rich,  exists  only  in  manuscript.  Of  the  sources 
available  in  print,  few  have  been  edited  with  anything  like  the  care  normally 
expended  on  Classical  or  even  Middle  English  texts.  Some  texts  abound  in 
verbal  monstrosities  or  conundrums,  either  left  without  comment  or  anno¬ 
tated  with  an  erudite  ingenuity  that  evokes  admiration  rather  than  con¬ 
fidence.  The  more  aberrant  forms,  even  when  they  can  be  confirmed  by 
reference  10  tlic  manuseripl,  arc  a  temptation  to  the  lexicographer  to  tres¬ 
pass  into  the  field  of  textual  criticism.  Some  words  appear  in  a  Protean 
guise  not  wholly  due  to  the  vagaries  of  editors  (see  approvamentum, 
aurifragium,  cherchettum,  tuallia,  wainagium);  and  there  are  some 
quite  common  words  whose  standard  Medieval  form  cannot  be  regarded 
as  certain.  The  confusion  between  n  and  t;,  which  sometimes  worries 
editors  even  of  Classical  Dictionaries  (intemecinuSy  Lewis  and  Short; 
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irOemecivus,  ForcelUni),  is  much  in  evidence.  In  view  of  the  common 
variant  vertewella,  and  the  English  derivative  varvel,  we  m\jst  certainly 
read  v^evella  rather  than  vertenella.  Mastinus  (like  French  mdtin) 
seems  preferable  to  mastivus  (like  English  OTorrijf).  Poliva  (ultimately 
from  ttoAaSiov)  is  attested  by  English  forms  polyjfe,  &c. ;  but  there  seems 
to  have  been  some  confusion  Vtiihpoulam,  ‘brewer’s  ladder’  ifTompullanus). 
Mesuagium  may  have  originated  in  a  misreading  of  mesnagtum  (French 
menage^  from  marmonaticum) ;  but  meswagium  is  apparently  recorded  as 
early  as  the  thirteenth  century.  Early  scribes  certainly  wrote  pannagium 
(from  pastinaiicim) ;  but  the  sixteenth-century  clerk  who  wrote  pawna- 
gium  must  have  read  paunagiom.  And  in  rarer  words  the  difficulty  of 
interpreting  a  row  of  minims  is  an  admissible  plea  for  the  editor  who  prints 
bunvilus  or  coniva,  javamin  or  sungina.  As  to  the  equally  common 
confusion  of  per-  (or  par-),  pre-,  and  pro-  (see  perjact,  preped,  preposit, 
PROFECT,  prognostic),  it  is  impossible  to  say  how  far  this  is  due  to  actual 
usage  or  scribal  error,  how  far  to  misreading  of  contractions.  Certainly 
many  seeming  variants  spring  from  such  misreading  or  from  injudicious 
expansion  of  suspended  forms.  If  a  noun  is  recorded  only  with  the  ending 
suspended  or  in  an  oblique  case,  the  form  to  be  assigned  to  the  nominative 
singular  may  be  a  matter  of  pure  conjecture.  Even  the  gender  of  the 
Romance  original,  if  there  is  one,  may  be  a  faulty  guide.  The  irufinitive 
manere,  for  instance,  gives  rise  not  only  to  a  neuter  maneriiim  but  to 
a  masculine  maneiius  and  a  feminine  maaeria.  Beside  Fr.  manteau  we 
find  mantella  as  well  as  manteUus  and  mantellum.  In  words  of  Ger¬ 
manic  origin  also,  forms  of  all  three  genders  (e.g.  crofita,  croftus,  crof- 
tum)  may  be  equally  common.  Most  newly  coined  verbs  are  assigned  to  the 
first  conjugation;  but  variants  (e.g.  cambire  beside  cambiare)  are  not 
unknown.  The  uncertainty  may  extend  to  the  form  of  a  whole  phrase: 
redditos  assisus  is  probably  earlier  riian  redditus  assise,  but  this  could 
not  safely  be  inferred  from  printed  texts,  which  may  well  represent  con¬ 
jectural  extensions  of  redditus  assis’. 

Much  more  important,  and  much  harder  to  deal  with,  are  uncertainties 
of  meaning.  The  development  of  a  new  vocabulary  in  international  Larin 
cannot  be  satisfactorily  studied  from  British  sources  alone.  Latinized 
reflexions  of  vernacular  words  cannot  be  adequately  elucidated  rill  much 
more  is  known  of  the  dialectal  and  technical  resources  of  Middle  English 
and  Anglo-Norman.  Words  whose  approximate  meaning  is  shown  by  the 
context  may  bear  either  a  more  general  or  a  more  specific  sense  than  can 
be  inferred  with  confidence.  The  words  Icdon  (or  liuuna)  and  roalina, 
for  instance,  when  they  first  appear  in  Marcellus  Empiricus,  are  related  in 
some  way  to  the  phases  of  the  moon;  British  writers  apply  them  to  sprii^ 
and  neap  tide,  but  in  some  passages  they  appear  to  confuse  these  with 
high  and  low  tide  or  with  the  rise  and  fall  of  tidal  waves.  Names  of  fishes, 
birds,  and  plants  in  the  writings  of  the  learned  are  not  necessarily  used 
with  conscious  reference  to  any  actual  species.  In  more  practical  documents 


they  must  have  had  a  definite  significance;  but  from  the  various  inter¬ 
pretations  that  appear  in  glossaries  it  is  clear  that  different  clerks  were 
liable  to  use  them  in  different  senses.  The  lentisci  that  were  felled  in  Dda- 
mere  Forest  in  1386  for  making  scaffold-poles  may  have  been  beeches  or 
birches — both  meanings  are  given  in  fifteenth-century  glossaries.  They 
may  represent  an  attempt  to  find  a  Latin  equivalent  for  the  English  linden. 
But  it  is  botanically  certain  that  they  were  not  (as  rendered  by  the  editor) 
‘mastich  trees’.  Technical  terms  of  agriculture  or  architecture,  local 
administration  or  scholastic  philosophy,  may  often  have  had  a  very  precise 
connotation ;  but  even  when  this  can  be  ascertained  it  may  not  be  definable 
without  reference  to  a  framework  of  highly  specialized  knowledge.  In  such 
cases  the  most  that  a  word-list  on  the  present  scale  can  hope  to  do  is  to 
set  the  reader  on  the  right  track.  A  few  words  that  baffle  the  editor  com¬ 
pletely  have  been  included  here  in  the  hope  that  some  reader  may  be  able  to 
throw  light  on  them  (e.g.  abete,  almericum,  attria,  bifultum,  casta). 

The  problem  of  dating  entries,  at  least  approximately,  is  not  usually 
a  major  one;  but  there  are  some  sources  about  w'hich  editors  are  undecided, 
some  to  which  early  editors  allotted  mistaken  dates  that  may  have  found  tiieir 
way  on  to  our  slips,  and  in  certain  cases  (e.g.  a  supposedly  pre-Conquest 
charter  found  in  a  fourteenth-century  manuscript)  any  dating  is  liable  to 
mislead.  In  this  edition  approximate  dates  have  been  assigned  on  a  more 
conservative  principle,  so  as  to  avoid  antedating  in  doubtful  cases,  and 
some  words  repeated  in  copies  or  derivative  chronicles  have  been  noted 
only  on  their  first  occurrence. 

Finally,  though  no  one  is  more  conscious  than  the  present  editor  of  the 
vast  amount  of  conscientious  W'ork  put  in  by  readers  for  the  Dictionary 
Committee,  it  is  too  much  to  expect  that  their  slips  should  always  reproduce 
the  exact  reading  of  the  text  before  them,  with  an  adequate  context,  full 
reference  to  editorial  emendation  and  annotation,  and  the  soundest  possible 
dating.  But  with  the  limited  man-power  a^'ailable  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  check  their  errors  and  omissions  (not  to  speak  of  those  contributed  by  the 
present  editor  himself)  with  the  thoroughness  we  should  all  desire. 

This  explanation  is  offered  not  by  w'aj*  of  criticism  or  apolog)',  but  simply 
in  order  that  those  who  use  the  Word-List  may  do  so  with  a  full  awareness 
of  its  limitations,  whether  as  a  key  to  the  form  and  meaning  of  particular 
words  or  as  a  general  detent  and  perambulation  of  this  neglected  portion  of 
our  linguistic  heritage.  It  is  directed  in  particular  to  those  who  are  them¬ 
selves  engaged  in  the  exacting  labour  of  editing  Medieval  texts,  or  who  may 
be  able  and  willing  in  other  ways  to  help  forw'ard  the  co-operative  task  to 
which  this  latest  effition  of  the  Word-List^  itself  the  product  of  many  hands 
and  minds,  is  a  transitory  contribution.  Anyone  w'ho  has  laboured  in  tiiis 
thorny  field  may  justty  feel  that  he  has  earned  the  commendation  bestowed 
on  Abbot  Samson  by  Jocelin  of  Brakelond:  Plura  assartavit  et  in  agri- 
culiuram  reduxit^  m  onrniim  utiUtati  prospiciens. 
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RULES  FOR  THE  GUIDANCE  OF  THOSE 
READING  TEXTS  FOR  THE  DICTIONARY 


1.  Write  invariably  on  a  slip  of  paper  6  in.  wide  by  3^  in.  high,  using  a 
separate  slip  for  each  quotation.  Slips  of  the  right  size  will  be  sup¬ 
plied  on  application. 

2.  The  material  to  be  given  on  the  slips  comprises: 

(i)  the  Word  or  Phrase,  written  boldly  and  legibly  in  the  left-hand 
top  comer; 

(ii)  the  Meaning  (if  certain)  in  the  right-hand  top  comer; 

(iii)  the  Date; 

(iv)  the  Source;  and 

(v)  the  Quotation. 

Any  notes,  emendations,  or  conjectures  should  be  written  below  the 
quotation,  at  the  foot  of  the  slip  or,  if  necessary,  on  the  back. 

3.  The  Word,  if  a  noun,  should  be  in  the  nom.  sing.;  if  an  adjective,  in 
the  positive  degree  and  masc.  gender;  if  a  verb,  in  the  ist  pers.  sing, 
pres,  indie,  (unless  impersonal  or  defective). 

4.  The  Date  of  the  book  or  document  quoted  may  be  approximate  (e.g. 
I3[th]  c[entury]  or  c[irca],  a[nte],  or  p[ost]  1250),  but  should  in  any 
case  be  that  of  the  particular  passage  quoted,  not  of  a  collection  as 
a  whole. 

5.  The  description  of  the  Source  should  comprise — (i)  (CAPS.)  author's 
name  (if  known);  (ii)  {itals.)  title  or  description  of  work,  which  may  be 
in  a  shortened  form  agreed  with  the  Secretary;  (iii)  exact  reference  (so 
far  as  possible)  to  volume,  book,  chapter,  and  page  or  column,  and  in 
poetr}'  to  stanza  and  line,  with  special  indication  of  any  extract  taken 
from  a  passage  cited  by  the  author  or  compiler  from  an  earlier 
source,  e.g.: 

Tr66  Charter  of  Hen.  II  ap.  HOVEDEN  III,  p.  216, 

I2C.  Customs  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne  ap.  STUBBS  Sel.  Chart.  (3rd 

Ed.  p.  21 1). 

If  preferred,  a  space  may  be  left  blank  for  date,  author,  and  title  (or 
for  author  and  title  if  the  date  is  variable),  and  these  can  then  be 
supplied  by  stamp  in  the  Secretary’s  office;  in  this  case  great  care  must 
be  taken  to  ensure  that  slips  from  different  sources  are  kept  separate.

7.  In  general  a  slip  should  be  made  for  (i)  any  word  obviously  non- 
Classical  and  (ii)  any  Classical  word  used  in  a  non-CIassical  manner 
(e.g.  servitium  in  a  feudal  sense,  ot  forma  in  a  scholastic  one).  W’'ords 
and  usages  given  in  a  standard  dictionary  of  Classical  Latin  (e.g.  Lewis 
and  Short)  should  normally  be  disregarded.  So  should  words  marked 
with  an  asterisk  in  the  Revised  Word-List,  unless  the  new  example 
is  a  particularly  good  one  or  is  of  earlier  or  later  date  than  there 
shown.  Slips  should  include  phrases  used  in  a  specialized  sense  (e.g. 
breve  clausum,  serviens  ad  arma,  fieri  facias,  super  judicium,  capio  ad). 
Vernacular  words  (English,  French,  Welsh,  Gaelic)  found  in  Latin 
texts  will  not  be  included  in  the  Dictionary  unless  they  appear  in  a 
latinized  form  (i.e.  with  Latin  inflexions  or  with  marks  of  suspension 
suggesting  inflexion),  but  in  cases  of  special  interest  notes  of  such 
words  may  be  useful  for  the  guidance  of  the  editor;  they  will  eventually 
be  passed  to  the  compilers  of  a  hliddle  English  or  other  appropriate 
dictionary.  Loan-words  from  Greek,  Hebrew,  Arabic,  &c.,  should  be 
included  even  if  not  latinized.  Slips  may  also  be  made  for  passages 
that  deflne  a  Classical  word  in  an  interesting  way  or  suggest  an  odd 
ctymclcgy  ^or  it,  e.g.  nox  diatur  a  nocendG,  so  j^ugu  nocet  ocutis. 

8.  Where  it  seems  desirable  to  record  peculiarides  of  grammatical  usage, 
unless  they  can  be  assigned  to  a  particular  word  (e.g.  quia  in  the  sense 
of  ‘diat*  to  introduce  indirect  statement,  kdbeo  with  inf.),  they  should 
be  noted  on  slips  headed  ‘Grammari  and  collected  at  the  end  of  the 
alphabet. 
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9.  The  following  types  of  proper  name  may  be  included:  (i)  defor¬ 
mations  of  Classical  names,  e.g.  ^Hypocras’  for  ‘Hippocrates’ ; 

(ii)  sobriquets  such  as  'Magister  Sententiarum'  or  ‘Doctor  SuiiHis*; 

(iii)  translations  of  geographical  and  family  names,  e.g.  ‘Castrum 
Puellarum’  for  Edinburgh,  ‘Nigra  Nox’  for  Neirnuit;  (iv)  Christian 
names  with  an  unusual  vernacular  equivalent,  e.g.  EugeniTts  for  Ow'en, 
Ivo  for  Hugh;  (v)  national  and  territorial  appellatives,  e.g.,  Scoiusy 
Gallus,  Americus,  Dextralis  (of  Deheubarth),  and  names  of  languages, 
e.g.  Cornubicum,  Corrtubice;  (\'i)  titles  of  books,  not  purely  descriptive, 
e.g.  Analytica,  Almagesti;  (vii)  parties,  sects,  &c.,  named  after  persons 
(e.g.  GibelUnus,  Calvimamis). 

10.  Extracts  quoted  should  always  be  such  as  to  make  connected  sense 
and  show  the  meaning  and  use  of  the  w’ord.  Irrelevant  words  may 
be  omitted,  but  their  omission  should  be  indicated  by  dots  (.  .  .). 
Preference  should  be  given  to  self-explanatory  extracts,  particularly 
definitions,  distinctions  drawn  between  words  of  similar  form  ox 
meaning,  and  indicatioDS  of  the  vernacular  equivalent.  It  is  also  help- 
iul  to  have  quotations  that  show  the  precise  form  of  the  word  (e.g. 
whether  a  noun  of  the  second  declension  is  masculine  or  neuter). 
Common  usages  need  not  be  illustrated  more  than  once  in  each  author 
or  century;  but  it  is  helpful  to  indicate  whether  a  particular  usage  is 
of  frequent  or  exceptional  occurrence.  If  there  is  reason  to  think 
that  a  usage  may  represent  a  local  peculiarity  {cf.  i  hopa),  the 
locally  should  be  indicated. 

Ti.  Any  note  suggesting  that  the  passage  quoted  is  derived  from  an 
earlier  source  should  be  included,  with  a  precise  reference  if  possible. 

12.  Retain  the  spelling  of  the  text  or  give  reasons  for  departing  from  it. 

13.  Remember  to  examine  Erraia  and  (in  mtical  editions)  the  Apparatus, 
so  as  to  note  important  variants,  before  completing  the  slips.  Full  use 
should  be  made  of  glossaries  and  subject  indexes  where  available,  but 
it  cannot  be  assumed  that  they  will  include  all  words  of  lexicographic 
interest. 

14.  Sort  slips  in  alphabetical  order.  It  will  be  helpful  if  readers  will,  so 
far  as  convenient,  follow  the  usage  of  the  Word-List,  e.g.  arranging 
words  beginning  with  the  diphthongs  ae-  and  oe-  under  *€-,  forms 
such  as  fiala  under  ‘pk-,  Src, 

15.  Add  a  slip  with  the  full  title  of  the  book  read,  specifying  the  edition 
used  and  the  abbreviations  (if  any)  adopted,  and  giving  your  own  name 
and  address,  and  send  the  slips  to  the  secret.\ry,  the  mfptfval  Latin

ARRANGEMENT  OF  ENTRIES 


This  arrangement  is  designed  primarily  to  give  maxmmm  information  in 
minimum  space.  As  explained,  it  sounds  highly  complicated;  but  it  is  hoped  that 
in  practice  it  will  be  found  ea^  to  grasp  and  unambiguous. 

The  words  to  be  explained  are  printed  in  bold  face,  other  foreign  words  and 
grammatical  indications  in  italics,  meanings  and  explanations  in  roman.  The 
words  are  grouped  in  ENTRIES  under  key-words,  usually  nouns,  followed  by 
derivative  or  cognate  words,  with  verbs  normally  at  the  end.  Entries  are  in  strict 
alphabetical  order;  but  the  arrangement  of  w-ords  within  an  entry  is  dictated 
in  part  by  logical  sequence  or  practical  convenience.  The  initial  letters  of  the  key¬ 
word,  or  of  another  word  in  the  entry,  may  be  marked  off  by  an  oblique  line,  and 
repetition  indicated  by  a  hyphen  (abat/atio,  annulment;  k),  to  annul).  If  two 
or  more  words  within  a  single  entry  are  divided  in  this  way  (anteced/entia, 
antecess/or;  cf.  maeremivun,  trithingum),  an  initial  hyphen  indicates  the 
repetition  of  the  first  part  of  the  last  preceding  toord  so  divided. 

Entries  are  divided  by  semicolons  into  sections.  Each  section  comprises: 
either  (a)  Latin  word-f-EngUsh  equivalent-f  date  (or  extreme  dates)  of  occur¬ 
rence;*  or  (^)  various  forms  of  the  Latin  word,  or  various  cognate  and  approxi¬ 
mately  synonymous  Latin  words,  each  followed  by  date  or  dates,  with  a  single 
English  equivalent  at  the  end;  or  (c)  an  additional  English  equivalent  of  the  Latb 
word  at  the  beginruTig  of  the  preceding  section,  followed  by  the  date  or  dates ; 
or  {d)  additional  date  or  dates,  similarly  referring  to  the  Latin  word  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  preceding  section,  followed  as  in  {b)  by  Latin  variants  or  synonyms 
with  their  dates  and  with  the  English  equivalent  at  the  end. 

Thus  in  the  entry  under  advoc/amen^  the  first  two  sections,  based  on  pre- 
Conquest  sources  only,  are  quite  straightforward.  The  third  section  begins  with 
the  dates  ‘c  1160,  1583’,  referring  to  advocatio,  the  first  word  of  the  second 
section,  which  is  accordingly  to  be  understood  as  the  first  word  of  this  section 
also.  Next  we  have  the  probably  spurious  form  fadductatio  and  tvso  cognate 
W'ords,  advocantia  and  advocatia,  each  followed  by  its  earliest  and  latest  date 
of  occurrence.  The  sectioD  concludes  with  the  English  equivalent  ‘advowson’, 
applying  to  all  four  words  and  further  elucidated  by  the  qualification  ‘(ecd.)’, 
Le.  ‘ecclesiastical’  (see  List  of  Abbreviations  on  p.  xix).  The  fourth  section  also 
begins  with  Uvo  dates,  still  referring  to  advocatio  (as  the  first  word  of  the 
second  section  and  notionally  also  of  the  third  section)  and  recording  its  earliest 
and  latest  appearance  with  the  ‘legal’  meaning  ‘avowry'’.  The  asterisks  indicate 
that  in  both  senses  the  form  advocatio  is  of  regular  occurrence  between  the 

*  Where  a  word  is  recorded  for  both  the  pre-Conquest  and  the  post-Conquest  period, 
the  dates  are  shown  separately  with  a  full-stop  between  the  two  (e.g.  ablutio,  cleansing 
c  730,  1060.  c  Z090,  1461).  Occasionally,  when  the  professed  date  of  the  document  in 
which  a  word  occurs  is  much  earlier  than  that  of  the  manuscript  source,  the  date  of 
die  latter  is  added  in  round  bradeets  thus:  diroebeum,  (?)/or  dittocheum,  twofold 
nurture  (?)  981  (c  1300). 

*  The  variant  (avoc-)  indicates  that  in  this  entry  the  forms  with  an  initial  hyphen  may 
begin  with  either  advoc-  or  avoc-. 
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dates  specified,  while  the  letter  (G.)  shows  that  certain  variants  are  peculiar  to 
Gascony  (in  a  wide  sense).  The  fifth  section  shows  that  advocatio  is  recorded 
in  the  fourteenth  century  with  a  specialized  meaning,  peculiar  to  Wales  and  the 
Welsh  Marches,  usually  expressed  by  advocaria,  of  which  avowaria  (misread 
or  misprinted  anowaria)  is  a  variant  Similarly  under  .4CEPHAL  the  ttird  and 
fourth  sections  refer  to  the  form  ac^dxalus,  as  first  word  of  the  first  section 
and  notionally  also  of  the  second  section,  net  to  the  other  variants  noted  in  the 
first  two  sections. 

\Vhen  an  entire  word  is  due  to  be  repeated  later  in  the  entry  as  part  of  a  phrase, 
it  is  commonly  represented  by  its  initial  letter  only.  If  this  occurs  within  a  single 
section,  it  normally  refers  back  to  the  first  word  of  that  section  (e.g.  under 
DECAN,  d.  ecclesie  stands  for  decanus  ecclesie,  without  reference  to  the  rare 
variant  decennus).  Similarly,  when  it  follows  a  section  containing  more  than  one 
Latin  word,  it  refers  back  to  the  first  word  of  that  section  (e.g.  plastrum ,  prede¬ 
cessor).  But  variant  spellings  of  a  single  w*ord  (e.g.  feodum,  gamestura,  sucrum, 
warderoba)  are  not  always  distinguished  in  the  list  of  phrases  illustrating  its 
fecial  uses,  so  that  f.  talliatum  may  stand  equally  well  for  feodum  taUiatum, 
feudum  talliatum,  &c.  The  treatment  of  such  quasi-compounds  may  be 
exemplified  by  the  entry  under  mola:  this  includes  molendinum  ad  veatum 
but  not  mol^dinum  ventriticum,  which  as  invoKing  a  non-Classical  deri¬ 
vative  of  veatus  appears  under  vent.  Cross-references  have  been  added  to  both 
entries  to  olfeet  the  difficulty  which  users  as  well  as  editor  are  likely  to  experience 
in  applying  a  consistent  principle  to  such  cases.  Cross-references  from  an  adjec¬ 
tive  (e.g.  alfaos,  altus)  are  meant  to  indicate  substantives  with  which  it  is  used 
in  a  highly  specialized  sense.  In  some  instances,  instead  of  cross-reference  a 
phrase  has  been  entered  under  both  the  key-words  involved. 

Variant  forms  are  cross-referred  to  the  key-word  of  the  entry  in  which  they 
occur,  or  to  its  initial  letter-group;  where  this  latter  is  marked  off  by  an  oblique 
stroke  and  clearly  distinguishable  from  any  other  entty  with  the  same  initial 
letters,  it  is  referred  to  in  small  capitals.  Thus  *aato-,  see  also  anti-’  may  refer  to 
several  different  entries;  'ansporto,  see  asport’  can  refer  to  one  only.  The  words 
‘see  also’  refer  the  reader  to  another  entry  containing  a  word  or  words  of  the  same 
form  or  with  the  same  initial  letters ;  is  used  when  the  relation  is  one  of  origin 
or  meaning  rather  than  strictly  alphabetical. 

Words  of  identical  form  but  presumably  diverse  origin  have  been  put  in 
separate  entries  with  serial  numbers  for  use  in  cross-reference  (see  palus, 
pela,  pila,  polus,  inoperatio,  interminatio,  &c.).  In  a  few  cases,  however, 
words  of  diverse  origin  that  had  become  practically  indistinguishable  in  Medieval 
usage  (e.g.  concil  and  CONSIL,  or  certain  compounds  with  de-  and  dis-  or 
O.F.  des-)  have  been  grouped  together.  In  d^ing  with  words  of  common 
origin,  including  those  remotely  or  indirectly  connected  (e.g.  derivatives  of  caput 
and  chef,  cuppa,  cupa,  and  cuva,  BeKa  and  decern,  impedire,impetere,  and 
empichsr,  hgare  and  hege,  mare  and  bjcTc,  valium  and  ioall),  ii  has  not  been 
found  practicable  to  adhere  to  any  fixed  rule.  In  some  cases,  in  order  to  obviate 
very  cumbrous  and  complicated  entries,  it  has  been  found  convenient  to  make 
separate  entries  for  particular  sets  of  derivatives  (e.g.  of  caput,  teneo,  quatuor, 
unus)  or  for  groups  of  words  of  the  same  ultimate  origin  but  of  widely  different 
sense  (see  discus,  habitus,  linea,  tallia).  In  other  cases  (e.g.  domus,  tabula) 
the  different  meanings  have  not  been  thought  to  warrant  separate  entries  but 


have  been  arranged  in  separate  paragraphs.  Some  other  lengthy  entries,  includ¬ 
ing  those  for  the  common  prepositions,  have  also  been  broken  up  into  para¬ 
graphs.  Certain  entries  have  been  grouped  for  convenience  under  ‘Classical’ 
key-words  for  which  no  reference-dates  are  shown:  these  entries  are  distin^ished 
by  the  use  of  a  colon  (^.  chytropus,  pharetra,  psittacus).  Et}-mology  is  not 
normally  indicated  except  implicitly,  by  the  grouping  in  entries  or  by  the  English 
equivalent  given;  but  in  special  cases,  where  derivation  is  not  self-evident,  it 
has  seemed  worth  while  to  note  a  presumed  cognate  in  some  other  language 
(Anglo-Saxon,  Old  French,  Greek,  &c.).  Vowel-quantities,  since  they  played  little 
part  in  Medieval  usage,  have  generally  been  disregarded;  but  words  containing 
long  and  short  vowels  according  to  Classical  usage  have  normally  been  grouped  in 
separate  entries  (lab-,  lab-;  sed-,  aed-;  die-,  die-;  voc-,  vc»c-;  due-,  diic-), 
and  this  distinction  is  occasionally  indicated  in  the  text  (see  deliberatio, 
redditus.  See.).  Indications  of  national  or  local  (county)  provenance  have  been 
given  when  they  appear  to  be  of  special  significance. 

Explanations  have  been  kept  as  short  as  possible,  and  no  systematic  attempt 
has  been  made  to  indicate  innovations  in  grammar  or  idiom.  The  distinction 
between  active  and  deponent  forms  of  verbs,  however,  and  that  between  transi¬ 
tive  and  intransitive  usage  have  been  noted  when  they  are  clearly  recognizable 
in  the  sources.  It  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  distinguish  between  adjec¬ 
tival  and  substantival  use  of  certain  w'ords  (e.g.  Anglicus,  Cisterciensis).  Idio¬ 
matic  uses  of  some  familiar  w^ords  (e.g.  the  common  prepositions  and  such  verbs 
as  capio,  facio,  pono)^  have  been  illustrated,  but  by  no  means  exhaustively.

SPELLING 


N.B.  The  information  given  under  this  heading  is  important  to  aU  users 
of  the  Revised  Word-List,  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  look  under  several 
spellings  before  finding  a  particular  word. 

The  spelling  of  words  of  purely  Latin  or  Greek  or^in  has  been  standardised, 
as  shown  below,  by  disregarding  certain  ^wiants  commonly  found  in  Medieval 
texte,  which  may  or  may  not  correspond  to  variants  in  the  manuscripts.  In 
dealing  with  other  words  it  has  proved  harder  to  apply  a  consbtent  rule,  and 
variant  spellings  (e.g.  t  and  th  representing  A.S.  or  d)  have  been  more  fre¬ 
quently  included. 

The  following  variants  have  normally  been  disregarded :

The  names  of  English  counties  appear  in  a  somewhat  abbreviated  form  (Beds. 
=  Bedfordshire,  Norf.  =  Norfolk) ;  the  initials  N.S.E.W.  denote  North,  South, 
East,  and  West. 

A  query  (?)  indicates  doubt  as  to  the  meaning  or  date  assigned  to  a  word,  or 
the  justifiability  of  its  inclusion  in  a  particular  group. 

An  obelisk  (f)  indicates  a  suspicion  (sometimes  amounting  to  certainty)  that 
the  form  of  a  particular  word  is  due  to  a  misprint,  a  misreading,  or  a  scribal  error. 
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An  asterisk  (•)  indicates  that  a  word  is  of  regular  occurrence  in  the  sense 
noted  and  between  tlie  dates  specified.  Further  examples  of  words  thus  marked 
are  not  required  for  the  Dictionar}'  unless  they  represent  an  extension  of  date 
or  afford  a  particularly  good  illustration  of  meaning  or  usage. 

A  double  dagger  { J)  before  a  word  indicates  that  in  the  sense  noted  it  has  been 
found  only  in  a  glossary*.  Where  it  immediately  precedes  a  date  (e.g.  sinoglossi- 
toriiim  Jci44o,  1539),  it  signifies  that  the  occurrence  of  the  word  at  that 
particular  date  is  attested  by  glossarial  evidence  only. 

Double  quotes  ("  ”)  indicate  that  the  word  or  phrase  enclosed  is  given  in  the 
original  text  or  glossary,  not  necessarily  with  the  same  spelling,  as  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  the  Latin  word  under  reference.  Single  quotes  (‘  ’)  indicate  an  obsolete 
or  otherwise  unusual  English  word  or  one  used  in  an  unusual  sense. 

The  word  *or'  in  italics  indicates  that  the  possible  meanings  suggested  are 
alternatives  that  cannot,  generally  speaking,  both  be  applicable — at  any  rate  not 
in  any  specific  conte.xt ;  where  'or*  is  in  roman  t}'pe,  the  meanings  are  not  so  sharply 
contrasted.  Thus  the  entiy  ‘parcarius,  parker,  or  (?)  pinder’  implies  that  some 
of  the  men  described  by  this  title  may  be  pinders  (pound-keepers)  rather  than 
park-keepers;  ‘parmentarius,  parmenter,  robe-trimmer,  or  furrier’  implies  that 
both  the  trimimng  of  robes  and  the  sale  of  fiirs  might  come  within  the  parmenter’ s 
province.

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This  Supplement  is  designed  to  contain  corrections  of  any  major  errors  in 
the  Word-List  that  have  been  noted,  and  a  selection  of  new  words  and  usages 
that  have  come  to  light.  Both  corrections  and  additions  are  naturdly 
fullest  for  the  letters  A-D,  which  have  been  thoroughly  revised  during 
preparation  of  the  Dictionary  of  Medieval  Latin  from  British  Sources. 

Additions  to  the  bibliography  are  not  included  here.  A  complete  biblio¬ 
graphy  of  the  sources  used  will  be  found  in  the  Dictionary  (Fascicules  I 
and  11). 

Two  errors  have  been  noted  in  the  bibliography  of  the  Word-List  on 
p-  xxiii;  section  G,  for  ‘Thomas  RastelF  read  ‘William  Rastell’;  section 
H,  for  ‘William  Thompson^  read  ‘William  Johnson’.  For  John  Fortescue 
(p.  xxii,  section  F)  a  more  accurate  date  would  be  c  1470. 
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These  Corrigenda  are  normally  confined  to  substantial  errors  of  definition  or  of 
spelling  (mainly  due  to  misreading  of  the  manuscript),  without  regard  to  errors 
of  date. 

They  are  given  under  the  key-word  of  the  entiy'  in  the  Word-List,  followed, 
where  necessary,  by  a  reference  to  the  particular  section  of  the  entry’.  Thus 
under  aer  it  is  intended  that  readers  should  delete  (d.  =  dele)  the  entire  section 
beginning  with  aria,  i.e.  'aria,  air,  song  c  1370’.  Under  abstractio  the  section 
to  be  deleted  has  been  cited  more  fully,  so  as  to  distinguish  it  from  the  other 
sections  covered  by  the  verb  absiraho. 

Under  assiibvolvo  readers  are  instructed  to  read  (/.  =  lege)  this  as  two  separate 
words,  the  meaning  of  assidi  being  that  given  in  the  Word-List.  Under  anaroxia 
they  should  see  (t?.  =  vide)  the  entry  in  the  Word-List  for  anorexia,  where  they 
may  assume  that  the  variant  '■\anaroxia  a  1250’  can  now  be  included.  Under 
antilUum  the  reference  is  to  the  Classical  Latin  anciJe  (shield);  under  antipasis 
it  is  to  the  entry  for  aniispasis  in  the  Addenda  below'.
